Secondly, Some Statutes of 11 Rich. 2. and attainders thereup- 
on were Repealed in a Parliament held, 4»». 21. of that King, which 
Parliament was procur'd by forc'd EleQtions ; and yet the Repeal ſtood 
good , till ſuch time as in 1 Herry 4. the Statutes of 11 Rich, 
2, were revived and appgintegl to be firmly held and kept. 


Thirdly, The Parliament of x Hex. 4. conſiſted of the fame 
hes, Citizens and Burgeſſes that had ſerved in the then laſt dif 
ſolved Parliament, and thoſe Perſons were by the Kings Writs to the

Foerthly, Queen Mary's Parliament that reftored the Popes Supremacy, 
was notoriouſly known to be pack'd, inſomuch that it was debated in 


n Elizabeth's time, whether or no to declare all their Ads 
void by AQ of Parliament. That courſe was then upon ſome pruden- 
tial cooſi ned; and they "AQs of that Parlia- 
ment, not *fince repealed; continue binding Laws to this day. 
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
